The Discovery Specimen and Finest Known 
Inimica Tyrannis Americana — Confederatio with Small Stars 


198 1785. Cent. The goddess Diana at altar, trampling on a crown, and 
holding bow, arrow and quiver; helmet on altar. INIMICA 
TYRANNIS *AMERICANA¢® around. Rev. A small circle containing 
13 small stars, radiate. Above, CONFEDERATIO; below, the date, a 
period on either side. (The American Confederation is hostile to 
tyrants.) By Thomas Wyon, Birmingham. Abt. Extremely Fine; 
planchet granular, as on other specimens from these dies, and not 
perfectly round. Evenly centered and nicely struck up; medium 
brown color with darker patina, mingled upon the reverse with 
amazing purplish-red tones. Without visible blemish, other than 
the faintest trace of reverse cabinet friction (it actually having 
lain in a velvet tray from about 1869 to 1890, and possibly long 
before that). Crosby Pl. VII, 12; type 2-B, fig. 57. Wot., 138 
grains, Of unquestioned authenticity, as its pedigree is traced back 
thirty years before J. A. Bolen began his little enterprise. When 
Crosby wrote (1873-75) there were but four known from these 
dies; this was, and remains, the finest of these, as ascertained 
through examination either of the actual coins or of photographic 
prints and catalogue plates. Ex Capt. Davenport, circa 1837; 
Jeremiah Colburn, before 1863; J. F. McCoy, lot 1689 (1864); 
George F. Seavey (1869); L. G. Parmelee, lot 598 (1890); H. P. 
Smith; Dr. Thomas Hall at private sale, and finally, the Virgil 
Brand estate. As indicated by the pedigree, this is the discovery 
specimen, the one known to Dickeson (1859) and Prime (1860- 
61). As both discovery coin and finest known, it has historical 
importance and yalue absolutely impossible to exaggerate. The in- 
ferior Stickney example, lot 374 in the sale of that famous collection 
by Henry Chapman in 1907, brought $800. after keen competition. 
This splendid impression was valued by B. G. Johnson at $1,000., 
Noy. 3, 1932. Surely, with today’s inflated dollar and increased 
interest in fine coins, it should prove to be a buy at our conserva- 
tive estimate. An opportunity not to be repeated for a generation or 
more. Pilate ($1,000.00)

Your reasoning concerning the origin of the Confederatios is fairly 
accurate, and you may be entirely right. I would like to hear from you 
further in this connection.

Note- Several specimans of this variety owned by both dealers and collect- 
ors have been found to be false. Besides the well known Bolen die 
there is another die, perhaps the same, which has numerous small 
breaks and die defects on both the Obverse and Reverse. All coins 
from this latter die, with the exception of one uncirculated piece 
in Silver, are well worn and extremely deceptive.

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Pellio (Lives of the Thirty Tyrants: XI), this Domitianus claimed to belong to the 
family of the Emperor Domitian, and to be descended from Domitilla, the sister of 
that ruler. As lieutenant of Aurelius, and general of Gaul, he won popularity with 
his army by an important victory over Macrianus, in Illyria, on the frontier of Thrace, 
but neither text nor monument has hitherto been found to prove that he assumed the 
purple. This little bronze, discovered at Cleons, has now placed this beyond doutt,

“IMMUNIS COLUMBIA” OF 1786, WITH EAGLE REVERSE. 


Editors of the Journal : — 


Axow me to offer for illustration in the Journal, a Colonial now in my collection, 
adding some comments on the piece which may possibly prove of interest to advanced 
collectors. Regarding the illustrations, I note that the obverse has previously been 
illustrated by Mr. H. P. Smith, in his Maris sale catalogue, June, 1886, in which he 
stated that the coin did not belong to Dr. Maris, but was placed in the catalogue by 
his consent. In this connection, I would add that the late Dr. Maris once madea 
remark to me to this effect: “Is it likely I should have allowed a piece in my sale 
that was in any way suspicious, without noting that fact?” As only a limited edition 
of the Plate Catalogue of the Maris sale was issued, comparatively few collectors of 
the present day can avail themselves of the use of this illustration. The reverse 
has never before been illustrated, to my knowledge. The present illustration is 
therefore likely to assist in bringing this coin to the notice of many who do not know 
of its existence. 


The piece in question is the Immunis Columbia of 1786, with “eagle reverse,” 
so described to distinguish it from the well-known Immunis Columbia of 1786 with 
shield reverse, commonly known as the New Jersey Immunis (Maris 3-C). It has 
already been described in the Journal, and as the general description by this master 
hand, which can never again furnish his ever-welcome contributions, is so accurate 
and comprehensive, and also as a means of easy reference to his communication, I copy 
the late Dr. Maris’s original article, which appeared in the American Journal of 
Numismatics, October, 1885, Vol. XX, No. 2, page 40: 


IMMUNIS COLUMBIA: A NEW VARIETY. 


Recently I was shown a lot of Colonials, all in copper, and with the exception of three 
Vermont Cents, the product of one pair of dies, they were all different. There were sixteen 


pieces in all, and they were alleged to have come from a Vermonter whose father had been 


their owner back into the days of auld lang syne. 

They were nearly all very good to fine as regards condition, and several were uniform 
in color. The lot embraced three varieties of the Immunis Columbia. One was dated 1787, 
and is given in Crosby, plate viii, No. 8, also figure 61, page 320. Another was the New Jersey 
Immunis Columbia, dated 1786, and represented in Crosby, plate vii, No. 17, also figure 58, 
page 318. The third was dated 1786, — the obverse similar to the New Jersey Immunis, but 
from a different die. The reverse was in general design like that of the 1787 Immunis. The 
principal points of difference are: the bundle of arrows and olive branch in the eagle’s talons 
are reversed ; that is, the arrows are in the right, the branch in the left talons; the eagle’s 
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wek and body are thin and narrow; the wings are more rounded at the second joint, and the 
oght has more feathers in the new variety than in the ’87; the tail also has seven instead of 


cur feathers, as in the other coin, The date and letters of the legends are exactly like those 

a some of the 1786 New Jerseys. I was struck by the very close resemblance in these par- 

.lars, and also in the size and shape of the planchet, to the: particular coin which ‘in “The 

Coins of New Jersey” I have described as No. 15. J. The two pieces must have come from 

sesame mint and from dies made by the same pair of hands, I am not aware that the new 

siece has ever been described hitherto by any numismatist.

The “pair of hands” mentioned above by Dr. Maris, as making the dies, were 
srobably those of James F, Atlee, a die-sinker of the period, whose work can be traced 
yy certain peculiarities of the letters of the legends, particularly by the defects in the 
utters A, N and P (made by punches), imperfect or broken, mentioned by Mr. Crosby. 
We can, I think, safely assume that he was the maker of many Colonial pattern 
dies, namely, the ‘“ George Clinton,” Non Vi,” and several others, and also some of 
the New Jersey, Vermont and Connecticut Cents. 

My attention has occasionally been called to attacks upon the genuineness of | 
this piece, made by a well-known dealer, who, whether from ignorance or some other 
cause best known to himself, went so far as to assert that Dr. Maris believed the 
piece to be false | I submit, therefore, the following testimonials received by me from 
gentlemen universally recognized as numismatists of expert ability, in order that the 
aumismatic public may decide as to the truth of such statements, and that the authen- 
ticity of the piece may be established beyond possibility of question. 

As Dr. Maris has been quoted as doubting the genuine character of the coin, his 
opinion may well be the first one cited.

A FRANKLIN TOKEN. | 


Editors of the Journal: — 

Tue following piece —a local Token or “ Store-card” of a Boston institution — 
may also be classified with the Franklin pieces, so many of which were deScribed in 
the Journal a number of years ago. It has no special merit as a work of numismatic 
art, but its interest to collectors of Franklin pieces, or of “cards,” seems to render it 
worth describing in your pages : — 

Obverse, Clothed bust of Franklin in profile, to the left ; he wears the familiar 
fur cap, which is sometimes called the ‘‘ Master Printer’s badge.” Legend, BENJAMIN 
on the left, and FRANKLIN on the right. The dates, 1706 (of birth) and 1790. (of 
death), on the left and right, are added at the beginning and end of the other portions 
of the legend,—the bottom of these figures outward, or just the reverse of the 
position of the letters. A double circle surrounds the field. 

Reverse, Inscription in six lines: FRANKLIN | SAVINGS BANK | 6 PARK SQUARE | 
BOSTON | INCORPORATED | 1861 Enclosed by a double circle similar to that on the 
obverse. 

Aluminum, not burnished. Size, 20 very nearly, American scale, 
It seems to have been used as an advertisement or business card of the institu- 


tion named. . R. 
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This curious speculator sometimes carries away six or seven hundred dollars’ 
worth of such coin. He calls himself a ‘‘money dresser,” a business which he insists 
is just as legitimate as that of “coffee polisher,” or a dry goods dresser. He beats out 
the twisted and bruised coin, cleans the soiled copper, brightens the foreign coin and 
goes on his tour to dispose of his goods. The foreign money is sold to the stewards 
of foreign vessels, and the poor American coin is worked off at the cattle yards and 
sent out West. Much of it finds its way into the hands of the cow boys, who spend it 
as freely as though it was fresh from the Mint. The “money dresser’’ searches his 


purchases very carefully, and occasionally finds an old coin that pays him several 


hundred per cent profit when resold to collectors of rare coins. 


ANeEr RLY CRITICISM ON: UxS-7COINS: 


A FRIEND has sent us the following item, which shows the opinion of an influential New 
Hampshire paper, about ninety years ago, on the device and style of execution of the Dollars 
of 1794. The criticism was evidently correct. 

Some of the dollars now coining at the Mint of the United States have found 
their way to this town. A correspondent put one into the editor’s hands yesterday. 
Its weight is equal to that of a Spanish dollar, but the metal appears finer. One side 
bears a Head, with flowing tresses, incircled by Fifteen Stars, and has the word “LIB- 
ERTY” at the top, and the date, 1794, at the bottom. On the reverse, is the Bald 
Eagle, enclosed in an Olive Branch, round which are the words “United States of 
America.’ The edge is well indented, in which are the words “One Dollar, or Unit, 
Hundred Cents.’ The tout ensemble has a pleasing effect to a connoisseur; but the 
touches of the graver are too delicate, and there is a want of that boldness of execu- 
tion which is necessary to durability and currency.—WV. H. Gazette, Dec. 2, 1794.

ADAMS INDIAN MEDAL. 


A .arcE silver medal, bearing the head of John Quincy Adams, one of 
those struck for presentation to Indian chiefs, was exhumed a few weeks ago, 
on the farm of Austin Buttery, in Levis, a town in Clark County, Wisconsin, 
about ten miles from Neillsville, and has excited much interest in the neigh- 
borhood. A number of coin collectors have made the owner handsome offers 
for it, but as yet they have not succeeded in obtaining it. Much speculation | 
is rife as to what chief received it from the government in 1825. Perhaps 
the Indian department archives contain records of the medals given to chiefs 
who assisted the government in its frontier wars. It is thought not improb- 
able that the medal was bestowed for services rendered in the war of 1812. 





THE COPPER CURRENCY OF LONDON. 


Tue London correspondent of a New York paper has given an interesting account of a 
copper nuisance there which is paralleled by the Canadian silver here. It is bad enough to be 
flooded with one’s own depreciated currency without the added burden of a neighbor’s. 


The amount of French and other copper coinage circulating in England, has long 
been a subject of remark, and the attention of Parliament has been drawn to the 
matter. Before 1870 a French deux sous, or dix centimes piece was quite a rarity here, 
and no one would take French or other copper currency in change if he noticed it. 
The Franco-German war and the civil war between the Versailles troops and Commu- 
nists which ensued, drove numbers of Frenchmen to seek refuge in England, and 
foreign coins have become. comparatively plentiful since that date. Every one in 
London and the large cities takes them as a matter of ‘course, although they will not 
pass in remote country places. The deux sous or dix centimes pieces are looked upon 
as equivalent to an English penny, but as a matter of fact they are not. An English 
sovereign equals 240 pence, and can always be exchanged for 25 francs, in which are 
250 dix centimes pieces. The exchange, in fact, is generally more in favor of English 
gold, and 25 fr. 20 ctms. can usually be commanded for AI sterling. It is suspected 
that a trade is being done in French copper money, for with exchange at 25 fr. 20 ctms. 
a man could get a profit of 12 French pennies -on every 41 he invested in French 
coppers. 

Some idea of the large amount of foreign copper currency in circulation here may 
be gathered from a personal experience of my own. In order to decide a ‘dispute upon 
the matter, I allowed all the coppers I received in the ordinary course of events to 
accumulate until they amounted to 45, or 1,200 pence, and I found that 105 pence, or 
over 84 per cent. of the coins were foreign; 88 pence was in French dix centimes and 
cing centimes pieces ; 10 pence was Italian money; 3 pence in old Sardinian coins ;

The coins called the “Non Vi Virtute Vici” (1786), Im- 


munis Columbia (1787), Liber Natus Libertatem, and_ the 
George Clinton (1787), appear to have been made from dies 
engraved by Atlee, showing as they do the marks of the same 
tools used upon the dies for Machin & Co,, of Néw Grange, 
New York, the Vermont Mint, at Rupert, Vermont, and the 
Mint of New Jersey. In the account already given of, the 
Copper Coinage of Connecticut, it appears that the Connecti- 
cut Mint was at one time rented by its owners to one Leaven- 
worth and his partners, and that they coined planchets or 
blanks at New Haven, which were struck in the city of New 
York on their account, with dies belonging to said Leaven- 
worth & Co., or those who did the mintage for them in New 
York city. The coins mentioned by their legends in the be- 
ginning of this paragraph, are supposed to be those produced 
from the blanks thus made in Connecticut. The die for the 
“Non Vi Virtute Vici” was, perhaps, a pattern made by Atlee 
during the preparations for the establishment of the works of 
Machin & Company, or quite probably, was produced by him 
before the formation of the partnership, after the manner of 
such artists, privately, on his own account, as an experimen- 
tal piece, to be used when oceasion should offer.

Two Unique Colonials 





NEW JERSEY. 


In volume I. of the JouRNAL it was our good fortune to be first 
to introduce to American collectors a newly discovered coin issued 
by the State of New Jersey, which has since proved to be unique, a 
picture of it with the history of its discovery will be found on page 
100 of that volume. It is now our pleasant task to describe another 
unique from the same state, the new claimant for this honor for 
many years formed with a few other pieces the sole collection of a 
gentleman of this city, who, before presenting them to a young re- 
lative, showed the pieces to Mr. J. W. Scott, and exchanged the 
piece with him for aselect collection of colonials.

The piece is struck in gold and shows evidence of hard usage, 
and has been pierced evidently to wear as a charm. 

This is even a greater discovery than the last and it seems 
almost past beef that a gold coin should have been made in Bos- 
ton and remain undiscovered to the present day but stranger things 
have happened and may happen again. The coin in question was 
brought to the store of Mr. A. Wuesthoff by a negro who had it 
fixed to his watch chain as a charm, and after some bargaining was 
bought by Mr. W., who sometime after sold it to Mr. W. P. Brown, 
it was sold among his coins at a lateauction. We believe the piece 
authentic for the following reasons: First, because the facts as given 
above can be proved by a disinterested gentleman who is not a col- 
lector, this we have only discovered within the last few days. 
Second: no one has made any profit by the transaction. It would 
not pay to make a die to strike one piece and no additional pieces 
have been offered for sale. It was not made by Mr. C. Wyllys 
Betts, or by any such primitive methods as employed by him.

A previously unknown specimen of 
the rare Immunis Columbia copper 
piece of 1786, shield reverse, has sur- 
faced under interesting circumstances 
and appears to be the finest of the dozen 
or so known specimens. 

The coin was among several early 
copper pieces offered by an unidentified 
seller at a Daytona, Fla., coin show in 
February to dealers Jim Pappas of Sil- 
ver Spring, Md., and Ray Gelewski of 
Spotsylvania, Va. 

They recounted their excitement at 
the sight of such a high-quality 
unknown specimen, which gave every 
evidence of authenticity. They said the 
grade is a high AU to uncirculated. 

However, neither is a specialist in 
early U.S. coppers and, they said, it was 
with some trepidation that they bought 
the coin. 

Looking for an expert judgement, 
they first sent the coin to Michael J. 





Hodder, director of research for Bowers 
and Merena Auctions. 

He returned it with the opinion that it 
was indeed authentic, but that he could 
Fae say so with absolute certainty, they 
said. 

It was not until after submission to 
the American Numismatic Association’s 
authentication service that the long- 
awaited and welcome word came back in 
mid- July that ANACS was certifying 
the coin as genuine, a Maris 3-C of 1786. 

Based on an examination of color 
photos, Bill Anton of Lodi, N.J., a 
dealer who has specialized in collecting 
New Jersey coinage for 25 years and 
who owns three of the known 3-C speci- 
mens, agreed that the piece is either the 
finest known or tied for top honors. 

“This is a very, very rare coin, and 
very desirable. The color is excellent, a 
light chestnut shade. My guess is that 
there may be only 15 or fewer in exis- 
tence,” Anton added. 

Anton acquired the latest specimen to 
appear at public auction, in the 1980 
Garrett sale, for $17,000. 
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Jim Pappas and Ray Gelewski are the proud owners of what may be the 
finest known specimen of the Immunis Columbia with shield reverse. They 
acquired the coin in February and it has now been authenticated by the 
American Numismatic Association Certificaton Service. 


The Immunis Columbia coins date 
from the period of the Confederation, 
after the colonies achieved indepen- 
dence, but before they adopted the fed- 
eral Constitution and provided for a 
national coinage. 

They were first catalogued by Dr. 
Edward Maris in his pioneering and 
comprehensive work on New Jersey 
coinage published in 1881. 

The shield reverse, according to 
Maris, is said to have been brought from 
England and was later used as a pattern 
for the reverse of the much more com- 
mon “Horse’s Head” New Jersey coin- 
age of 1786-1788. 


“We would like first of all to display 
this newly found treasure,’’ Gelewski 
said, “perhaps at the upcoming ANA 
convention if arrangements can be made 
at this late date.” 


Pappas and Gelewski said they intend 
eventually to sell the coin. Bowers and 
Merena know of only eight extant speci- 
mens, they added, and the finest known 
addition to the census should bring 
$30,000 to $50,000 in today’s market.
